When they returned about 1U o'clock 
Mrs. Norris went to the house leaving Mr. Nurris to unhitch the 
horse. "When she reached the hous<* she found the kitchen door 
standing wide open and the house filled whh such dense 
.smoke 


thai she was unable to enter. 


She hastily summoned Mr. Norris and together they 
made 


their way into the dining-room wlier** they found that clothing on 
a chair near the stove had ignited and fire had spread 
until tin- 


floor was badly burned around the stove and two chair- partial- 
ly burned had fallen through into the cellar. Papers and maga- 
zines oa a stand were blazing away briskly. That the fire had not 
gained greater headway is probably due to the fact 
that 
the 


dining-room floor was covered with linoleum instead of carpet. 


Wind Blows Doors? 


Mrs. Xorris found the stove 


door shut instead of open as she 
had left it before 
going 
away 


earlier in the evening and 
the 


fire in the stove had burned un- 
til it was almost out. It is prob- 
able that the high "wind of Wed- 
nesday night blew open the kit- 


* chen door and its force later blew 


shut the stove door in the next 
room making the fire Imrn brisk- 
ly.
